A rocket launcher and two 
grenades seized at the Peace 
Bridge last summer were 
just a few of the thousands of 
items confiscated by border 
officials in 2016. 

The Canada Border Serv- 
ices Agency last week 
released its 2016 year in 
review, which said more 
than 10.5 million cars, 


52,000 buses and 3.3 mil¬ 
lion commercial trucks were 
processed by border offic¬ 
ers in the Southern Ontario
